Its 
wording was neat and catohingj It of- 
fered good pay and a piiasage in an ooeiin 
itetniship to giria who would <jo to Amer- 
ica to wnrk in spinning mills. 

Mrs. Flynn and her daughters, Roao, 
May and Agnea, sailed on the steamship 
Normandie for the new world, with six 
other young giria from Dundee. By 
tome good chance the bright faced Dun- 
doo lassies made the acquaintance' of a 
ynung Amerioan in the ship naiiied Geo. 
F. Grain Wheil^ the ship arrived he 
went straight to the emigration commia 
tioners and told of hie fears.

London, March 25.— It turns out 
that the charge of eavesdropping 
brought against the representative of. a 
certain London newspaper a few days 
ago was more sweeping than was sup- 
posed at tho time.

THE HYGIENE OF SOCIAL LIFE. 

The importance i>f Iiygieiiic aurroiuid- 
ingB as aaii'guiirda iigniiiat tlit) propai^iitioii 
of disuaao ia, aa medical acionce progresses, 
becominp more and more recognized. The 
wonderful power of the luicroacope, for 
iDstanoBi affording as it haa, a cloacriaud 
clear gaze into wbat wna pravioudy an 
unseen world of protoplasms, hiia rtveal-d 
the hitherto unsuspected existence of nii- 
uute animal and vogetablu or(,'aniania, 
soino of which are known to communicate 
specific diaeaaes, though whether they are 
the mediums for or the actual gorins of the 
the aame hi.a not yet been definitely de- 
termiaed. They are, however, found to 
be almost invariably present with the af- 
fections with which they are identified, 
and are known by the name of microbes. 
It ia also well known tliat they are propa- 
gated, or their presence ia encouraged, by 
conditions of filth; so much ao, that 
though Qlth can exist without disease, it 
ia seldom that disease exists without tilth. 
The use of disinfectants in relation to 
preventive diseases is formulated on 
a basis resulting from tlio knowledge 
of the exiatenco and nature of thi'-se 
subtle and death-carrying micro-organ- 
isras; and these disinfectants are destined 
before long to hold a position in sanitary 
science that will be second to none. A 
knowledge of the cause brings about an 
intolli^ent appreciation of the meana of 
prevention and euro, and the treatment 
of niiiny diseases, epideiric and other, 
wise, is certain to und. 'go a radical 
change with the increased poiver placed 
at command by the employment of dis - 
infectants and inoculation. iCnother dis- 
covery, most remarkable if true, ia 
alieced to have been innda by Paccoorii, 
that some furnis of bacilli are antivgo- 
nistic to others, and that one form can 
be eradicated from the system by the in- 
troduction of another, and that their 
Conjunction, moreover, neutralizea both. 
Newton spoke truly when- two hundred 
yeara a;^o, after mentally summing up his 
extensive acientific reaearcliea, he said 
that he felt like a child who had picked up 
but a single pebble on the vast shore of 
knowledge. To day the same is truer, or 
rather aeema to be truer, aa the diacovery 
of every fresh path of knowledge reveals 
a dozen more radiating from it and disap- 
pearing in the dim viata of i^reater poasi- 
bilities beyond. With tha development of 
the microscope and the greater perfection 
of chemical tests, intiuite.simal living organ- 
isms, inviKible to the naked eye or even to 
ordinary maguilk-atiou, at ouoo Hpriny into 
sight; showing that the identity of the (iio);i, 
whone dimouBious have apparently uo limit 
of divisibility, is as far removed as ever. As 
au esamplo: Let the human baud be freshly 
washed, rinsed, and dried never so cleanly, 
and then lightly placed in contact with a 
plate or HUi'faoe of sterile gellatine, and on 
that plate at oiicv appear coiiutlos.s animal 
organisms whoHe .size is lalciilateil as oue 
teu-thousaudih part of an inch. Microbes 
can be and have been culti\ ii.t3d, and their 
virulence thereby diminished to such a de- 
gree that they can be employed aa i)reveu- 
tives of those diseases to which they are 
peculiar. As long as eighteen luoMths ago, 
a physician of Kio Janeiro auuouuoad that 
he bad by this means iuoculatcd hundreds 
of persons against yellow fever and that 
none of the.so bad sutVered when exposed to 
the malady. Though the assertion was 
aupported by too aniall an array of facts 
to bo accepted at once, yet the L:)U 8i 
ia.ia board of health ia urging the U. S. 
congress to institute a commission to en- 
quire into the question, the principle of 
which, in view of M. Pasteur's aucceaaful 
application of it to the dreadful diuAse of 
raoiea, is very feasible. Some of the best 
authoritiea are now of the opinion that 
conaumptfoii is curable; and the e.xten- 
aion of this branch of enquiry may 
evolve that opinion into a certainty, and, 
by enabling the eflectual treatment uf the 
most insidious, widely-spread and death- 
dealing disease that has ever stricken auc- 
ceaiive generations of huniinity, thus con- 
fer upon the world one of the noblest 
bloasinps, and mark the ago by the dis- 
covery of a lasting triumph of medical 
research. But while scientists are exper- 
imenting and elaborating preventive and 
curative measures, there are cprtain pre- 
cautions which are within tho reach of 
all, and which it is their duty, both t(j 
themaelves and others, to take — the duty 
of the individual, and the duty uf 
a community through its civic authorities. 
That duty is the observance of clefmlinesa. 
The proverb that ''Cleanlineas is next to 
Godliness" ia a hygienic truth rather than 
o Bonliment; for upon the cleanliness, not 
only of person but of aurroundings, does 
human health eminently depend. Accord- 
ing to the excuUenco, imporfuction, or ut- 
ter absence of a system of drainage, ao 
does the degree of a zymotic disease epi- 
demic vary; its extent being in an inveno 
ratio to the presence of healthy sanitary 
conditions. Statistics show th:it the rate 
of death from typhoid is relatively greater 
in the unaewered suburbs of a city than 
in the central drained portion, and that 
there is from tho same cause a greater pro- 
portion of cases in the country than in 
the towns. The danger caused by the 
congregation of any decaying organic mat- 
ter is ominous to the health of thoae living 
near; but above and beyond all is the dan- 
ger preientod by the aooumulatiuns in 
the cesspools . A damp foundatim of a 
bouse, especially when the building rests 
upon wooden supports, ia bad enough; but 
when, added to this, there is, immediately 
near, a privy vault, whoso contents- of 
necesaity must slowly percolate through 
the soil, the wonder ia not that there are 
fatal epidemics in cities where this 
state of things ia general, but that 
any ate able to escape tho results of such 
disregard of nature laws. I'ure water 
and perfect drainage are boons that can-- 
not bo too dearly purchased; fur though 
the outlay to a community in procuring 
them may be great, yet in the end it saves 
the pocket by saving that without which 
life is almost valuolesa — tho health; and, 
as future generations are likewise calcu- 
lated to reap an oiiual benelit, the cost of 
such measures can justly be spread over 
a number of years, thereby letting all 
who reap the advantage help to bear the 
burden. It is said that "one man can 
lead a horse to the water, but len cannot 
make him drink;" and scientists having 
by the wondurful result of ihoir labors 
laid before tho public the roason of thoir 
ills and the remedial nieusures for them, 
>can do'no more to bring about tho better 
security of the general health If their 
efforts are not seconded in a rational and 
appreciat ive spirit. 

TIfE VALUE OF riJU FISEERIKS. 

■ The. U. S. senate, which lately refused 
to renew the fisheries treaty, doclarod that 
the preHerit .y^lue of the fishing righU,, 



along the Canadian const is much leaa 
than formerly, modern appliancca having 
reiidured ofl'shoro fishing more valuable 
than inshore. This absurd statement is 
entirely refuted by the ruport for 1885 of 
the Boston Fish Bureau, which aays that 
the Canadian tiahing gruunda have been 
of more value to the New England 6ah- 
ermen and fish dealers during the last ten 
years than for several aeusona previously. 
The Bay St. Lawrence catch, by Kow 
England lisherinon was, iti 1881, only 470 
barrels. In 1883 there was no c.\tch at 
all. But in 1883, 38,6(5(5 barrels were 
taken in thia portion uf our coast waters. 
The quantity in 1884 was 19,837 barrets, 
and in 1885, 27,672 barrels. "During 
tho past season," says tho report, "forty- 
four vessels from 'Svw England ports en- 
gaged in tho North bay (l-Jay St. Law- 
rence) mackerel fishery, as agaiiint 108 in 
188-4." So that while each veasel in 1884 
brought home lUO barrels, tho average 
catch last year was 630 barrels. Another 
interesting feature uf this report ia the 
aniiouncemont that of H^S.-'iOO boxes of 
bloaters received by B.)3ton dealers, more 
than half came from New Kirunsivick and 
were entered and duty paid (last year) at 
Eastport. Of 700,000 boxes of smoked 
herring sold in Boston, nearly nne-half 
waa olasked as foreign produce, while 
muie than half the alleged home produce 
came from New Brunswick via Eastport. 
This shows that our nuighbora practically 
depend on the provinces for their 3U|)ply 
of these kinds of fish. Regarding frozen 
herring, tho report aays: "The fro/.en 
herring industry which is yet in its in- 
fancy, ia developing rapidly. The prin- 
cipal Sailing irrounds are at Eastport, 
(Jrand Manan, N. B., and Fortune Bay, 
Ntld." Those 6ah, it is stated, are very 
oxtonsivuly used for bait by fleorges bank 
cod and haddock fiahennen during tho 
winter aeaaon. Tho sardine packing busi- 
ness, somewhat extensively carried on in 
Maine, is ala6 dependent on Canadian 
waters. It appears that this induatry has 
been carried on at a fair profit and that 
"the outlet for tho goods is increasing." 
From which we gather that the aardine 
business may now fall into the hands uf 
New Brnnswickera.

Kriiliilly KiilclK'i'tMi. 

Owns SouNEi, March 31. — Tho inquest 
on tho bodiea of John A. Bailey and a 
hired man, name unknown, who were 
burned in the building deatroyed by fire 
on Thursday night near Wiarton, was 
opened at Oxenden on Saturday last and 
concluded late last night. It dicclosod 
one of the moat atrocious and blood- 
curdling murders that have over shocked 
the feelings of the country. The lire oc- 
curred about 9 o'clock p. m. on Thurs- 
day, tho 26th, on lot 4, con '20, Keppol, 
county of Grey. 

Bailey had been to Wiarton in tho af- 
ternoon, and had started for home about 
8 o'clock, after which ho was never seen 
alive. His team was found standing in 
the stable unhariieased, just as ho had 
unhitched and ]iut them in when ho wen: 
to tho house to meet hia untimely end. 
The body, supposed to be that of John 
Bailey, had a gash four inches long in the 
right aide of the nock, severing all the 
principal blood veaaols on that aidu, and 
a heavy blow had cnialied in the fcjre- 
head until tho brain cxlided. 

The body of the hired man showed 
still more horrible trQutment. The skull 
was battered in and tho brain waa also 
exuding; three ribs were cut o!f near the 
backbone, and tho fiflli and sixth ribs cut 
in the cenUjr along with tho seventh, 
eighth and ninth ribs. The left arm was 
also broken. 

The affair hai caused wild excitement 
in the neighborhood, which has been 
deepened by tho fact thiit no clue to the 
murdorors has been diacovorod. Tho 
jury rendered a verdict in accordance 
with the above statements.

umitted leader to his home amid tenipoHtu- 
oua applause.

Wliat llie Press Hiis to Say. 



A Wide Oi%'crK«nce of Opiiiion; 



The Morning Post, con8ervative,-ad- 
mita Gladstone's speech was a great ora- 
torical ofTort, wanting in none of the fise 
and but little of the vigor which in past 
timea ulectrifiod parliament, but, con- 
tinues the Post, friends and foes are alike 
astonished at crudity of the plan, and we 
perhaps do not err if we say that with the 
exception of Parnell there are not twenty 
members who are not bewildered as to 
how the scheme can beaoriously proposed. 
Fortunately there is not the remoteat 
chance that any such scheme will ever re- 
ceive the sanction of parliament. 

The Daily Nowa says: "If the enthu- 
siastic ring on both aides of the house is 
significant, Mr. Gladstone's scheme has 
already received the approval of the 
houao of commons. Tho speech will rank 
aa Mr. Oladatone'a highest olTort. " 

The Liverpool Post says that whether 
Gladstone ia aucoesaful or not in carrying 
hia bill through parliament he baa auroly 
killed oppoaition and coercion in Ireland.

The Newcastle Journal declares the 
sch'ome to be cumbersome and unwork- 
able, and certain to bo rejected. 

The Newcastle Chronicle says that 
though tho measuro may admit uf im 
provomeiit in detail it in the best acheino 
ever presented to pirliamont. 

Tho Edinburgh Scotsman says the bill 
will not do aa it stands. The exclusion 
c.f Irish mbmbera from Westminster will 
be fatal. Gladstone haa approached the 
Buhjoct with iieroio spirit, but hia desire 
to be goneroua to Ireland has carriod him 
too far. Ho waa asked tu give homo rule 
and he propusoa to give repeal, it is safe 
to say tho country will not sanc- 
tion the scheme. 

The Edinburgh Daily Review recog 
ni/.ea Gladatone's patriotic and lofty aims, 
but aaya it is disappointed at the eielu- 
sioii of Irish members from the imperial 
parliament. 

The Edinburgh SooAtiah Reformer 
iMjinnionta on the scheme and pleads fur 
Scotch home rule. 

Tho Aberdeen .lonrnal pronounces tho 
proposals repulsive to every instinct of 
British peoi)lo ami fatal to Gladstone's 
ropiitatiuii. 

Liberal papers, such oa the -■Vberdeen 
Free Press, Glasgow Herald, Belfast 
Whig, Londonderry Standard, all oppose 
tho bill. 

Leeds Mercury says it ia ingenious, ablu 
and original. 

Tho Dublin Freeman's Journal ap- 
proves the achemo. 

The Dublin Irish Timea and Dublin 
Expreas both disapprove of it. 

In Cork there is great excitement over 
Gladstone's proposals, but the general 
opinion of the people is favorable to 
them. 

This afternoon's London Globe pi > 
nouncoa the bill a thinly-veiled project 
for total separation, .and aays the meaauro 
ia already doomed to failure. 

The Pall Moll Gazette devotes its 
leading article to tho bill and heads 
the article, "This won't do." Tho ed- 
itor repudiates tho scheme and aays that 
aa It stands it places a premium on aepara- 
tion. 

Dispatchea from all over Great Britain 
and Ireland show that everywhere popu- 
lar interest was absorbed in the autcumo 
of yesterday evening's proceedings in the 
commons.

Dominion Purlibiucnt. "'^ 

The speaker took the chair at o o'clock. 

Hon. Mr. Mclnnea moved that in the 
opinion of the huuae juatiou and expedi- 
ency both demanded that the central or 
prairia section of the western or Pacific 
aeotioti-6f«>.tli^:I>omin!on should each be 
represented in the Queen's privy council 
of Canada. He aaid that this waa sub- 
stantially the same resolution of which ho 
gave notice last year. The humblest man 
from British Columbia would be better 
able to repreaent the people from that 
quarter here than the ablest man from 
the eastern provinces. Prince Edward 
Island has been represented in the cabi- 
net aoven out of tho fourteen years con- 
federation and ought to havo one now. 
He went over all the provinces. He 
hold that Manitoba was entitled to two 
representatives. The population of Brit- 
ish Columbia was 75,000 and it ia aa much 
entitled to a representative as is Prince 
Edward Island. 

Hon. Mr. Alexander complained that 
Mr. Plumb was .uniieooasorily interrupt- 
ing hia honorabfo friend. 

Sir Alexander Campbell — Order, there 
are two mombera ataiiding. 

Hon. Mr. Alexander —The leader of 
the house should not interrupt ma in that 
boorish manner. 

Mr. Mclnnea objected to the ironical 
noises und gestures which were only in- 
tended tn interrupt. 

iMr. Macdonald — The question brought 
forward by the honorable gentleman ia 
one of considerable importance, with tho 
principle ot it I agree. It ia a motion 
which could stand on its own merits, and 
ought to havo boon presontsd fairly and 
squarely to tho hnuso: but instead of that 
tho honorablo gentleman has made it a 
cloak for an attack on tho government. 
The mantle of the honorable gentleman 
from Woudatock soema to have fallen on 
the gentleman from New Westminster. 
He has introduced the Northweat admin- 
istration and tho insurro ;tion. Ho has 
traveled all ovor tho States, has crossed 
the Atlantic to attack the imperial guv- 
ernment on the (juestion nf home rule, 
and by inlroduoing into tho discussion 
other irrelevant matter he has lost the 
sympathy of the house on the question 
when he could have carried the house 
with him, and has m'ade tho question 
idlensive to everybody. I have no in- 
clination 'k'I enter on its discussion now, 
uflor tliu uiifortiinuto and ill-adviaod 
mannur in which it has boon pro- 
aented, and will iiioroly say, briefly, 
that whilBi J believe in the principle of giv- 
ing representation to all the provinces in the 
ililli-reut bi anchrs of our parliamentary gov- 
eiiimciit -iu other words, repri-sciilatioii in 
the executive council of tho Dominion a» 
well as in parliament —yitl I havo to confess 
with [tlcaHiue that I do not know of any 
grievance unredressed in British Columbia, 
although a few qiu'stions stand in abeyance 
between th(! federal and provincial govern- 
iiicnts for aniieable settlement. ]ii dealing 
with the alVairs of a large country like ours 
it will si-ari-cly be po.s.sible for a ooutrali/ed 
authority oomposed uf a representation not 
eorrespijiiding to the extended limits of the 
country to govern with that knowledge 
which i.s essential to precision and accuracy. 
Iu the Imperial vjoverninmit we find a sec 
retary for Ireland, and onu for Suothind, 
who are cbarged with the ciindnct of the 
alVairs of those countries and who are ro- 
sponsible to purlianieut and to the people. 
There is ito doubt that tile provinces that 
(irst camo to the consideration of tho con- 
dil, "18 on which they could unite under 
one governitient, had thia quoation of nip- 
reseiitistion fully in view, for we find those 
provinces with an unvarying and fixed 
representation in the cabinet, and I hope 
j.hose honorable genllomen will not be de - 
void of sympathy for others not similarly 
situited. 1 would aak h morablo gentlo- 
moii to .cunaider what the natural conao- 
(pieiicos would have b.:un, if all the prnv-- 
incea now comprising the Dominion had 
been pirtiea to the settlement of tho basis 
union. It ia not pleasurable to supouao 
that tlioy would h.ive stipulated for repre- 
sentation full and ample, and that they 
would have insisted on an equal 
footing, taking into account their 
pupulation and other local circumstances. 
Such representation as the motion sug- 
gests is sure to come. It ia one of those 
things the unrepr'.'sontod provinces will 
continue to demand, ami the denniiid be- 
ing founded on principU-s not unreasonable 
in their nature, will surely be granted, 
with regard to the visit yf the ministers of 
the crown to our province, svith which tho 
hunurable gentleman finds fault: I think 
those visits have had a beneficial eSTect, 
and that the people have been very glad 
to aee and meet the ministers, and the 
very fact of the necessity for ministers to 
visit the province on business matters, 
denicnslrates the neces.sity for giving ear- 
ly eonsideratiiin to the principles of the 
resoluiion before the house.

COLONICS AND ENDIA. 

Progress of Preparations Tor 
the Kxliibition. 

Tho Canadian court ot the colonial ex- 
hibition aeems now ready for tho reception 
of the exhibita, which are ju.it comiuonc- 
ing to arrive. It is, of courae, somewhat 
early to pass an .opinion upon tho court, 
but this may fairly be said: that the doc- 
oratioiia, while', for the luoat part, inex- 
penaivb, are throughout, neat and appro- 
priate. They have evidently formed the 
Bubjoct of oonsiderablo thought and care, 
both as regards economy and fjtineral ef- 
fect , -and it may be said that if the exhib- 
its ihumselveu come up to expectation, 
the court will prove handsome, without 
being gAudy, and attractive! while aiso 
aubatantial, and well adapted to its more 
practical uses. There will not in the wry 
naluru of things beanythini; of that depth 
of naagnificonce ivhioh must make the In- 
dia court the centre of attraction uniong 
Englishmen, for Canada lays no claim to 
oriental characteristics. But atill, while 
India will take a foremost place in this re- 
spect, Oanada has every prospect of lead- 
ing in 10 fur us tho practical aspects of the 
exhibition are concerned, and this after 
all IS the real desire of Canadians. It 
cannot at this juncture bo too clearly 
pointed out that the success of the Cana- 
dian section now rests with Ottawa olli-v 
oi»la in (he first inatauce, and Canadian 
exhibitors in the second. The court is 
practically ready. Canada must now sue 
that no hitch arises in enabling it to be 
turniahod in proper form and in proper 
time.

New West.minbtkr, B. C, April U. 

The anxiety of the people of this city 
was relieved to-day when Mayor Dickin- 
son received tulegraiiia from Homer, Van 
Horne, and Abbott. An informal meet- 
ing of the council and leading citizens 
was at once called, and was largely at- 
tended. The following are the telegrams, 
read by the mayor : 

"It strikes me you have some one in 
provincial parliament to blame for tho 
present state of ollaira, and not tho com- 
pany. Wo had already lot tho contract 
for construction, in accordanco vith the 
agreement with the provincial govern- 
ment and your city, when your legislature 
insisted on new conditions outside of the 
contract, which the company could 
not safely accept. We are subji'Ct 
to heavy penalties f(jr completion 
of Coal Harbor extension in contract time 
and can take no further chances. We 
had already warned you that any change 
in the oondiiions might cauae a postpone- 
ment uf works. H. Abbott." 

To Mayor Dickinson: "Chinese ro- 
fttriction ia the only didiculty in tho way. 
We intend to meet tlio penplu respecting 
the employment of Chinese on the New 
Westminster branch, if possible, but be- 
ing subject to heavy penalties on failure 
to complete Coal Harbor extension this 
season, and in view of the probable scarc- 
ity of white labor, we dare not undertaku 
the additional work subject to such re- 
Btrictioi), and of which iidvantagu would 
certainly bo taken by laborers. If pro- 
vincial parliament has imposed such' a ro- 
Btriction eucli a courae as you 8Ugge.<t 
will be absolutely neceaaary.

To Mayor Dickinson: — "Van Ilorno 
says he will proceed with tho work on tho 
branch iininediiitoly if tho !j75,t)O0 is 
guaranteed without boini^ aubjec-L to 
Chinese restriction.

The mayor o.tplaiiied to tho meoiiiig 
that it could be readily seen that to get 
the railway al once it was necessary that 
either the ^'ovorii iiieiit or the city iiuut 
giiaraiituo the ]iaymeiit of the ,570, OUO 
If the government refused, the only 
courae for the city was to furnish llie 
§37,500 guaranteed previously by the 
i;overnmeiit, and then nuke li claim upon 
the latter for it. They could watt for the 
money, but must tiiive the railw.iy at 
once, as any delay would aoriou-ily all't'ot 
the city's interests. 

After discussion as to tho best course 
to adopt, it was unanimously decided to 
telegraph the government asking that the 
Chinese restrictiti;,' clause tacked onto the 
estimate bo withdrawn, and that tho gov- 
ernment give a guarantee to the syndicate 
that the money would ho paid without 
interference to Chinese labor. It was also 
the opinion of .the meeting that 
the clause had no legality, as 
tho agraement had long ago been 
Higued between tho city, the government, 
and the syndicate. Though there was Hat 
isfaction expressed at the probability of im- 
mediate construction, there was still an 
angry feeling at tho cause of the tlelay and 
annoyance. Xf a reply is reooivod from 
tho goverumeut to-uight there will be ii mass 
meeting to consider it. A box of rotten 
eggs awaited the arrival of tho steamer 
from Viotorin, but as the members did not 
come up tho eggs are put away for the pres- 
ent.

A largely attended meeting was hold at 
8:30 this evening in the drill shed, pre- 
sided over by Mayor Dickinson. After 
preliminary remarks the fulluwing tclt- 
gram from Hon. Mr. Smithe, in answer 
to one sent in the afternoon, waa read by 
Mayor Dickinson; 

'"Clause thirteen of the agreement re- 
quires the corporation to provide $137,500, 
right of way and depot grounds. When 
that has all been done and the govern- 
ment oflicially advised thereof, the com- 
pany will bu entitled to ask the govern- 
ment to carry out its point of the agree- 
ment under auid clause. 

(Signed) Wm. SMiniE." 

This was cumniented on by iVleaars. W. 
N. Bole and Dr. Chisholm. 

Theo. D.ivio, who waa present, made a 
strong speech, stating that after consider- 
ing the circuuiataiicea ho thought the act 
of adding the Chinese clause to tho item 
in the estimates waa one that twenty four 
out of twenty-live peraotis would commit. 
Tho resolution was apruhg on the honao, 
and without due consideration as *o its 
effect it was passed. It waa aimilar to all 
Chinese cliuiaes that had been added to 
public and private bills. 

Robert MoLeeso, M 1'. P. for Cariboo, 
who was also present, made a good speech. 

The following reaulution was unanimous- 
ly paaaed, being in answer to Hon. Mr. 
Sraithe's telegram : 

ToHon.Wm Smithe, Victoi lu; Your 
telegram rend at public meeting to-iiii/hl. 
Contenta deemed unsatiafactury and eva- 
sive. We want a distinct answer from 
the government to this ()uestion. Upon 
tho corporation fultilling all the obliga- 
tions placed upon them by clause 13, are 
thegovornnient prepared, without further 
delay, to pay over or guarantee to the 
C. P. R Co. the sum of §37,000 without 
any restrictions as to the employment of 
Chinese labor ? Unless a definite answer 
is received to this telegram we must 
ooncludo that tho government are not 
prepared to carry out their part of the 
agreement.

Cliairman Public Meeting. 
On motion of U. Y. ICdinoiids the fol- 
lowing was also adopted: "Thatthegov- 
ernment in their telegram having in- 
timated that the cunipany, and not the 
corporation, are the proper parties to call 
upon them to fulfil their portion of the 
agreement, the mayor bo requested to 
telegraph Van Horne informing him of 
the fact, and requesting him to direct his 
solicitor in Victoria immediately to call 
upon the government to carry out its part 
of the agreement, and that copies of 
telegrams bo sent to Van Horne. 

A resolution was also passed reque8tiiif» 
tho citizens to cuino forward and agree to 
advance guaranteeii for payment of the 
$37,500 to the oompany. There waa a 
prompt anawer,and soon the aura of §31,- 
000 was subscribed, T. Davie and R, 
i Mclieoae each putting down their names 
j for I^IOOO amid vooiforous appiauao.

Auti'Ciiiuesc Meeting. 

A meeting of workingmen under the 
auspices of the anti-Ohinese association 

was held last night at H irinony hall. Tho 
chair was taken by Mr. Duval, who, with 
other of the speakers, exhibited a dispo- 
sition to drift into p.ditical criticism, 
when the object of thu meuliiig Was nom- 
inally fur the purpose of passing a resolu- 
tion of friendship with those workingmen 
in the east who had interested themselves 
in the much-dis uased question cf Chinese 
immigration. Tho text waa aa follows: 

''WiiEKKA-S the wurkingmon of Victoria 
recognize the cordial co-operation and 
viluablo aasiatanco rendered by tho 
Knights of Labor, trades unions and 
workingmen generally in aiding Britiah 
Columbia to obtain roatrictivo legislation 
against any further intlui of Ohiiieee; 
therufiire bu it resnlved, that tho working- 
men of Victorio send to their brethren 
in the east their - sincere thanks for their 
support and sympathy in assisting to re- 
lievo British Columbia from the incubm 
of Mongolian alave labor. 

Cuuii . RobiTiBon, tJupt. McAllum and 
Mr. T. [laiiuhlon also addreaaed 
tho meeting, and at tlio cnncUiainn or 
the speechiiiakiiig, a collection was taken 
up to make up the Ijulauee of money neces- 
sary for tho jouruoy from the east of several 
white girls for domestic aorvic3 in this prov- 
ince. Due nppreeiatiou was expressed of 
the actiou of the government in placing 
a snm oi $1,000 on the estimates for a simi- 
lar purpose, which will bo iitili/.td shortly 
after the coniinoucemeiit o( tho unsuing 
fiscal year.

PR£SBYT£RIAIV RII^SIO-NS. 

Rev? b. M. Oordou^s Report on 
His Visit t^ Brit'isii' Columbia.' 

At thai recent meeting of tha home 
committeo'of tho Presbyterian church at 

Toronto over ^.lO.fKlO wore apportioned 
to supplement weak congregations in 
Quebec, Manitoba, tha northweat territo- 
riea and Britiah Columbia. 

At the evening sederunt the cotmiittee 
devoted considerable time to British Col- 
umbia. The report of Rov. Mr . Gordon 
on the state of the missions in this prov- 
ince was read and di.scussed. It was re- 
solved to aak the homo misaion conunitteo 
to send four additional mis- 
sionaries to British Columbia; 
or.o for Spallunicheen Group, which 
is expected to raise §i!()0 towarda salary; 
one for Spence Bridge Group, which 
may be solf-auafaining: one for Victoria 
Dictrict Group, which ia expected to raise 
about S700 towards salaty; one for Albor- 
ni, which is expected to raise about §200 
towards salary. Aa these, tiolda have only 
been partially explored, and as these are 
only estimated amounts of what the peo- 
ple may raise, the home qiinaion commit- 
tee ia asked to guarantee ' the salary of 
the tnisaionarioa tho first year, when sta- 
tistics can be hud. Tho committee be- 
lieve the aalarioa of miasionariea should 
not bn leas than ^1,000 per annum. 

It was also resolved to ask a grant of 
$400 to St. Andrew's church. New West- 
minster. Mr. Gordon then reported 
that, from the'atatementa of Rev. Mr. 
Dunn, the congregation of Laiigley is 
favorable to such union; that tho Rev. 
Mr. Christie regards tho congregation of 
Comox us unfavorable to union; that, iu 
the absence of the Rev. Mr, Anderaon, 
they cannot express an opinion about the 
congregation of Nanaimo; and that the 
Rev. Mr. Stephen regards the congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew's church, Victoria, as 
such, as not favorable to union. They 
are, therefore, not yet prepared, aa a 
presbytery, to enter into union, but tlioy 
cordially recommend those congregations 
that are, aa such, deairoua of union, to 
connect themaelvea with the presbytery 
that may bo erooted in thia province by 
the Canadian cluivcli. This resolution is 
subject to tho approval of tho proabytory, 
and when approved is to bo forwarded to 
the colonial committee of the church of 
Scotland with the request that supplo- 
mont bo continued by the chui^ch of Scot- 
land to any congregation uniting with the 
Canadian church. 

The committee, in view of tho reconi- 
mendations of the brethren in British 
Columbia, then appointed tho Kev. D. 
Mcllao, Rev. Mr. Jafl'ary, and Mr. R C. 
Tibb as missionaries to British Columbia, 
Mr. McCrae and Mr. Jaffary for three 
years and Mr. Tibb for twelve months. 
The appointment of Rev. J. D. Taylor 
(by tho executive) to New Woatrainster, 
in the absence of the Rov. .1. S. McKay, 
who is at present laid aside by sickneas, 
was ratified. 

A minute was adopted conveying the 
the thanks of the committee to the Rov. 
D. M. Gordon, of Winnipeg, for the 
highly satisfactory manner in which ho 
had discharged the duties of hia mission 
to Britiah Columbia. 

Tho convener vt&s instructed to convey 
the sympathy of the committee to the 
Rev. J. S. McKay, of Now Westminster, 
who has been cainpellod by severe illness 
to leave his charge, and also tha sinoera 
hope that he may soon bo restored to 
health and be able to return to hia oou- 
gregatiou. Tho exooutive ' were also em- 
powered to appoint another suitable mia- 
eionary to British Columbia during Uia 
present summer. 



• A Prospccdnir Tour. 

Among the arrivals by the steamer Bar- 
bara Boacowitz were Q. Cole and John Mo-

They brought haok 
with tliem a sample of copper, pyrites of 
iron, silver cjuurt/. and gold quartz. They 
are sutUcieutly satialled with their tour to be 
induced to repeat and return a second time 
with more practicable results.

Viscount, Uupplin ivas the eldest son of 
the liarl of Kttiiioull, and wiia born in 
Muy, 184y. la lingluiid he has for aome 
years been a prominent figure. At one 
time he was the favorite of Loudon au- 
ciety, and after having 'gone - the pace 
nther too rapidly ^ hu-embarrMitnenta 
and pecuniary truublus were Bubjecti of 
every day converaation, for "Duppy" was 
well known, and not to know the latest 
dithculty into which he had falluii was 
not to know the latuat news of faahiun. 
"Duppy'a" domestic troubles wore public 
property. Married to a daughter of the 
Earl of his life wm notalisppyone; 
the daughters of that noble house were 
none uf them succeaaful in bringing 
felicity to their wedded lords. Neither 
wras tiie deceaaod viscount a 'Inodel hus- 
band. After a briuf scandal Lady Dup- 
plin eloped in company with and, after a 
divorce, married Mr. Herbert :Fiower. 
That gentleman having- since ^died, Lady 
Agnes Flower, as she then was, married 
Dr. Alfred Cooper. 

NPBOVKBBIAL EXTBiVAQ.lJJCK. 

There Vre'mau'y stories told about Lord 
Ouppliu. Ue - was a good fellov and hia 
worst enemy was himself. - His extrava- 

t<anco was proverbial, and he was wont to 
travel with tons of luggage and little Uitbof 
bric-a-brac, besides which the more uunk'St 
baggage of his friends seemJd tiiuull and 
iusiguiflcaut. It is said that wlieii on cue 
occasion, ou board of a jucht, the seas wera 
breaking over her sides with rather iiucoui- 
fortable freedom, it was Buggeated that the 
ship should be lightened to enable her to 
weather the storm with less ditiiculty. 
Thereupon the young meu who were guents 
on board arose and proceeded to throw 
Lord Dupplin's coawetica and perfumes. 

INTO TUB lUGlNO DKfcP. 

Another good story which is told of hia 
extravagance la that once, being very 
hard up, Lord Dupplin applied to hia 
father for money. Lord Kinnoull him- 
self felt the pressure of hard times, so to 
meet the demands of hia son he jjavo io- 
■ tructiona to hia agent that the shooting 
on his estate should bo let. This was 
done, the shooting was let, and the mon- 
ey it was to fetch was forthwith forward- 
ed to the prodigal. When inquiries wera 
made as to tho numo of tho now holder of 
the extensive Bhoutings, it was discovered 
that the tenant was no other than Via - 
count Dupplin himself, who, seeing the 
estates advertised to let, had taken up 
the lease. , 

LIVING ABROAD. 

For tho laat few years Lord Dupplin 
haa lived entirely abroad. It ia said that 
he preferred the liveliness of the conti- 
nent to the more prosaic existence of a 
London life. Tho truth was that'hii pecu- 
niary liabilities prohibited the deceased 
lord from living in tlio land of hia birth. 
In Paria Lord Dupplin was at home. 
There he had a splendid luUn pf npart- 
inonta and lived like a king. He wao a 
feature in Pariaian society and his eater- 
tainments were renowned for their lux- 
ury.

Uav- 
iog ,!ost with tho greatest .1(1119 J>'oid, 
liordDttppUn expressed* his regret that 
his debt of honor was far beyund what it 
was in his power to pay. There arose an 
uproar, and for one moment it looked 
bad for the Englishman. Out provi- 
dence interposed in the ahapo of a French 
baron, who addressed the excited mem- 
bers and declared himself responsible for 
all debts contracted by hia friend Lord 
Dupplin, and the olatiior ceased. "Dup- 
py," the favored of fortune, was once 
more saved.

No man can 
play whist who has not a good head, and it 
is well known that Lord Dupplin was both 
a shrewd and clever man. Under other cir- 
cumstances he might have attained to emin- 
ence and distinetion. Born in the purple, 
his tdlents; bad to be turned .to ignobls

Winnlpeggrers' Wants. 

Winnipeg, Man., March 25.— In view 
of the utterances made by Premier Nor- 
quay that there was no pressing necessi- 
ty for the construction of tho Hudson 
Bay railway, the oppoaiti-'n moved in the 
legislature last night that the house ia of 
firm belief in the absolute necessity of the 
immediate construction of the road. 
Norquay and his followers swallowed tlio 
dose, and in an amendment introduced 
by the premier, it was recurnmended that 
the speaker cable at once to 
the promoters of the scherno 
in England the unanimous belief 
of the legislature that the road is required. 
This course was taken to prevent Nor- 
quay'a utterances injuring tho prospects 
of theochorao. The cable inesaagB was

legislature over tho question of disallow- 
ance, the house atlrraed the principle last 
night, by a large majority, that it h.id a 
perfect right to charter a railway to run 
from any point in tho province to tho in- 
ternational boundary.
